We published a big story in San Diego this weekend about a scientist with ties to the Thousand 
Talents Program. For those unfamiliar with Thousand Talents, it's a Chinese recruitment 
program the FBI says incentivizes scientists to illegally take intellectual property developed at 
U.S. universities to China. 


Since last year, scientists at Texas’ MD Anderson Cancer Center, Atlanta’s Emory University, 
New Mexico’s Los Alamos National Laboratory and the National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration have resigned, been fired and even arrested as part of the federal investigation 
into foreign influence in science. 


Our recent story focused on one scientist, but our research also uncovered many more who are 
part of Thousand Talents. Affiliation alone isn't illegal; however, federal authorities are 
concerned about scientists who also have companies in China developing technologies similar 
to those they're working on with funding from the U.S. government. 


That was the case with the researcher we wrote about.
